Open 7 Days a Week 


O Winnipeg has a second chance to prove it’s a big-league city, 
thanks to a strong Canadian dollar and a revitalized downtown 


While Winnipeg celebrated the 
’ much-anticipated return of NHL 
hockey yesterday, it came with a 
warning. 

Revellers staked out bars and 
work shut down while the city lis¬ 
tened as the new owners of the 
Thrashers franchise talked about 
fulfilling a dream. 

But NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman threw a little cold water 
on the subject. 

“It isn’t going to work veiy well 
unless this building is sold out 
every night,” Bettman said. 

Maybe it was supposed to be a 
pep talk for the season-ticket cam¬ 
paign — sell out 13,000 season 
tickets of the 15,000-seat arena 
and the NHL board of governors 
would look favourably June 21 
when they rubber stamp the $170- 
million deal and say goodbye to 
Atlanta for a second time. 

But it didn’t sound like one. 

“We don’t like to move fran¬ 
chises, but sometimes ... we sim-

ply have no choice, as it was back 
in ’96 when the Jets left Win¬ 
nipeg,” said Bettman. 

The cold reality of the business 
of hockey is the team needs to 
make money to compete, to sur¬ 
vive, to be a going concern. It’s a 
stark reminder that teams need 
money — about $35 million 
beyond player salaries — to break 
even. 

At an average ticket price of 
about $80, Winnipeggers are 
being asked to dig deep into their 
pockets to help turn the team into 
a success. 

Part of the deal is $60 million 
to the NHL as a relocation fee, 
money that may well be used to 
facilitate the sale of the Phoenix 
Coyotes, the league’s ownerless 
team. 

Given the party atmosphere, 
none of that really seemed to mat¬ 
ter to Winnipeggers yesterday.

No ATVs for 
kids under 
16: Doctors 

Alberta Health Services 
physicians are urging 
parents not to allow 
children under 16 to drive 
all-terrain vehicles because 
they are too dangerous. 

Physicians at 
Edmonton’s Stollery Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital have treat¬ 
ed four children with 
severe ATV injuries this 
month, including two who 
died. Last year, they treat¬ 
ed 105 young patients 
who were injured in off¬ 
road vehicle crashes. 

Between 2002 and 2008 
there were 100 ATV-related 
deaths in Alberta, includ¬ 
ing 18 children under 16.

Graffiti audit 
helps pinpoint 
vandals 


Taggers in our city could be 
wiped out due to Edmon¬ 
ton’s first ever audit of 
“tags” — illegal graffiti sig¬ 
natures — that will help 
EPS record statistics and 
tracking repeat offenders. 

A 2010 audit examined 
646 locations and 1,978 in¬ 
cidents of graffiti, and es¬ 
tablished that 10 taggers 
were responsible for 45 per 
cent of the graffiti in Ed¬ 
monton’s 20 most affected 
areas, including downtown, 
Strathcona, Boyle Street 
and Central McDougall. 

The Graffiti Manage¬ 
ment Program launched in 
2008, and city staff have 
worked closely with EPS 
since then. 



“Together we can make 
great strides in reducing 
the amount of graffiti in Ed¬ 
monton,” said David 
Aitken, with the city’s com¬ 
munity standards branch. 

Last year, one vandal was 
charged with 23 counts of 
mischief, and had to pay

Yesterday, robotics-club 
students from grades 3 to 6 
got the chance to apply 
their skills to Woody, a pro¬ 
totype created at NAIT for 
police surveillance. 

“We were looking for a 
real-world representation 
of what they had learned 


about,” said teacher Kiysta 
Hendrickson. 

The four-wheel drive 
model is faster than most 
police robots at 16 kilome¬ 
tres an hour, said Mark 
Archibald, NAIT chair of ap¬ 
plied research and curricu¬ 
lum development. 

Archibald said the kids 
were naturals manning the 
robot, which is operated us¬ 
ing video-game controls. It 
also boasts a zipper mast 
adjustable to 2.5 metres, a 


built-in camera and bullet¬ 
proof rubber tires. 

Riverdale is one of four 
schools to have gotten a 
LEGO Mindstorm lab via 
Metro Continuing Educa¬ 
tion. It allows students to 
build their own robots, 
which are manoeuvred via 
PC. 

Hendrickson said she 
plans to extend Riverdale’s 
robotics program on her 
own time so students can 
learn to create video games.

The Quebec government 
demanded an apology from

Quebec’s deputy premier 
said the comments from 
Amir Khadir demonstrate 
“a lack of class.” 

“There are a large num¬ 
ber of Quebecers who have 
a lot of respect for the royal 
family,” said Nathalie Nor- 
mandeau, a Liberal cabinet 
minister. 

But the anti-monarchist 
politician is refusing to take 


his words back. 

Khadir, his party’s only 
member of the legislature, 
went almost as far in a 
news conference yesterday 


as he did in an earlier inter¬ 
view with a Quebec tabloid.

More problems at 
Japan nuke plant 

O Tons of radioactive water needs to be cleaned up 
O Further radiation tests for workers 


An oil spill and a small ex¬ 
plosion have caused limit¬ 
ed damage — but no 
further radiation leaks — 
at the crippled nuclear 
power plant in northeast¬ 
ern Japan, the plant opera¬ 
tor said yesterday 

Workers at Fukushima 
Dai-ichi plant found an oil 
spill in the sea near reac¬ 
tors five and six, which 
were in shutdown when 
the earthquake and tsuna¬ 
mi struck March 11, Tokyo 
Electric Power Co. said. 
The spill was contained by 
an oil fence, TEPCO 
spokesman Taichi Okazaki 
said. 

The explosion workers 
heard at reactor four was 
likely from a gas tank and 
did not cause any addition¬ 
al radiation leaks, he said. 

The main problems at 
Fukushima Dai-ichi in¬ 
volve reactors one, two 


and three, where the fuel 
cores have largely melted. 
Scientists and government 
officials say the reactors 
are short of a full melt¬ 
down, in which the fuel 
breaks through the bot¬ 
tom of the outer container. 

Workers have been 
fighting to get the reactors 
under control after the 
tsunami destroyed backup 
power generators, halting 
crucial cooling systems 
that managed the fuel 
temperature. 

In the immediate days 
after the tsunami, several 
explosions larger than yes¬ 
terday’s hit the plant and 
scattered highly radioac¬ 
tive debris and puffs of ra¬ 
dioactive particles into the 
environment. The plant 
has also leaked tons of ra¬ 
dioactive water, which offi¬ 
cials are promising to 
clean up. 


Compensation 


► Also yesterday, TEPCO said 

it has finished its promised 
payment of preliminary 
compensation of i million 
yen ($ 11 , 900 ) for 50,000 
households affected by the 
nuclear crisis. 

► The company said it has 
started temporary 
compensation payments 
for farmers to cover their 
crop damages. 

TEPCO has promised to 
bring the plant under con¬ 
trol by January, but fears 
are growing that this is too 
optimistic. 

Concerns about the 
risks workers face there 
surged this week as TEPCO 
said two workers might 
have exceeded a radiation- 
exposure limit.

Man on terror 
list denied 
child benefits 

The Quebec government 
has told a Montreal man 
that he cannot receive 
child-assistance benefits 
because his name appears 
on a United Nations terror 
watch list. 

It’s the latest in an on¬ 
going saga for Abousfian 
Abdelrazik. He spent six 
years in forced exile in Su¬ 
dan including time in 
prison where he says he 
was tortured. 

Despite being exonerat¬ 
ed, he remains on the UN 
Security Council’s 1267 
list — which means he 
can’t leave Canada and all 
of his financial assets are 
frozen. 

It also means he can’t 
have a bank account, can't 
work and can’t benefit 
from government 
programs such as child tax 
credits. 

A letter from the 
Quebec government 
furnished to The Canadian 
Press stated that 
Abdelrazik cannot receive 
benefits for his two 
children as long his name 
appears on the UN list.

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Cellphones may pose risk 
of cancer, say researchers 

O Agency estimates 5-billion people use cellphones 
O That is almost 3/4 of the world’s population 


The cancer agency of the 
World Health Organization 
says using cellphones and 
other wireless devices may 
put people at greater risk 
of brain cancer, but more 
study is needed to be cer¬ 
tain. 

A group of 31 scientists 
— including two Canadi¬ 
ans — with the WHO’s In¬ 
ternational Agency for 
Research on Cancer met in 
France for a week to study 
whether exposure to the 
t 5 ^e of electromagnetic ra¬ 
diation emitted by wire¬ 
less devices could cause 


cancer. 

Yesterday, the group 
classified radio frequency 
electromagnetic fields as 
“possibly carcinogenic to 
humans,” based on a high¬ 
er risk of glioma, a rare but 
often deadly form of brain 
tumour. 

Other substances in the 
same category include pes¬ 
ticides and gasoline engine 
exhaust. The other cate¬ 
gories include carcino¬ 
genic, probably 

carcinogenic and probably 
not carcinogenic. 

The findings are based 


on data from case studies 
in multiple countries. 

The chair of the work¬ 
ing group. Dr. Jonathan 
Samet of the University of 
Southern California, said 
it’s too soon to draw con¬ 
clusive links between can¬ 
cer and wireless devices. 

The studies done so far 
haven’t tracked people for 
longer than a decade or so. 
That’s not long enough for 
scientists to rule out possi¬ 
ble cancer links, since 
many cancerous tumours 
take a long time to devel¬ 
op.

Conrad Black says he 
will keep fighting for 
his freedom after the 
U.S. Supreme Court yes¬ 
terday rejected an 
appeal challenging his 
two remaining convic¬ 
tions on fraud and 
obstruction of justice. 

“That court almost 
never takes a case back 
so its decision was 
expected,” Black said in 
an email to The Canadi¬ 
an Press. 

“Nor is it a tryer of 
fact, so its decision 
today does not imply 
any agreement with the 
circuit court’s resurrec¬ 
tion of two counts, only 
that it didn’t chin itself 
on our constitutional ar¬ 
gument.” 

The Supreme Court 
did not comment on the 
order. The top court de¬ 
cided last June to signifi¬ 
cantly limit how U.S. 
courts apply “honest 
services” law, which 
had been used by prose¬ 
cutors in a number of 
high-profile cases 
involving allegations of

white-collar crime by 
corporate executives. 

The Supreme Court 
didn’t overturn the con¬ 
victions but sent the 
cases back to lower ap¬ 
peals courts to 
determine whether the 
convictions would hold 
up if the new standard 
had been applied 
correctly. 

Black, who had been 
serving a six-and-a-half- 
year sentence in a U.S. 
federal prison, has been 
free since last summer 
while the appeals are 
ongoing.

Soldier’s 
body returns 
home 

The body of the latest 
Canadian soldier to die in 
Afghanistan has arrived 
home. 

A military plane carry¬ 
ing the body of 
Bombardier Karl Manning, 
31, arrived yesterday at 
CFB Trenton, in eastern 
Ontario. 

Manning was found 
dead on Friday at a 
forward military outpost 
in southern Afghanistan. 

An investigation is un¬ 
derway, but the 31-year- 
old’s death is suspected to 
be a suicide, as the 
military has ruled out foul 
play, enemy action and ac¬ 
cidental causes. 

At least 2,000 soldiers 
turned out in Afghanistan 
for a memorial to 
Manning, with many 
expressing their utter dis¬ 
belief at his death. 

Manning was based at 
CFB Valcartier, Que., and 
was a member of the 1st 
Battalion, Royal 22nd Regi¬ 
ment battle group. 

He was the 156th Cana¬ 
dian to die as part of the 
mission to Afghanistan.

The Bank of Canada has 
signalled that interest rates 
will likely rise later this 
year, as long as the still- 
fragile economic recovery 
continues to build. 

For the sixth straight an¬ 
nouncement date, the cen¬ 
tral bank yesterday delayed 
the tightening regime it 
began almost a year ago 
and kept its trend-setting 
policy interest rate at one 
per cent. 

But in an accompanying 
statement, the bank did al¬ 
ter its advisory on future 
action, indicating it will 
start moving rates closer to 
their normal levels if the 
recovery continues on 
track.

Sex assault allegations at gold mine investigated 


Barrick Gold Corp. says it is 
investigating allegations of 
sexual assaults against local 
women at one of its gold 
mines in Tanzania. 

The company says the as¬ 
saults are alleged to have 
taken place at the North 
Mara mine, which is owned 
and operated by Barrick’s 
subsidiaiy, African Barrick 
GoldPLC. 

The Toronto-based gold 
miner says that a prelimi- 


naiy investigation by ABG 
has found credible evidence 
of sexual assaults by mem¬ 
bers of the Tanzanian police 
and the company’s security 
guards. 

Barrick says local police 
are also probing the allega¬ 
tions and a senior level in¬ 
vestigations unit will be 
deployed to the mine in the 
coming days. 

The company says it is 
“deeply distressed” by the 



evidence that has emerged. 
Its own investigation is on¬ 
going and the findings will 
be made public once the re¬ 
port is concluded. 

Earlier this month. 
North Mara was the site of 
deadly clashes between po¬ 
lice and a crowd of about 
800 people tiying to steal 
ore from the mine.

In an effort to better relate to a 
younger generation, a U.S.-based 
headstone manufacturer has created 
new burial markers so visitors can 
learn more about the deceased and 
leave messages for them. 

All it takes is a smartphone or mo¬ 
bile device and a free app. 

Seattle-based Quiring Monuments 
lasers (^R — or “quick read” — codes 
on black plastic and copper stickers. 


The code looks like a square barcode. 
They are then stuck on the 
monument. 

After scanning the code on a 
smartphone or an app on a mobile 
device, like an iPad, visitors are redi¬ 
rected to a website built by the 
person’s family. 

Each site can be personalized with 
memories, comments from friends, 
pictures, videos, family history and a 
map to the grave’s exact location. 

“It’s a way to tie together the old 
way of memorializing with granite 
headstones and the new trend of so¬ 
cial networking, which is how a lot 
of people are grieving now,” Jon Re¬ 
ece, general manager of Quiring 
Monuments, told the Toronto Star. 
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Canadian comedi¬ 
an Russell Peters 
says he felt like he 
was “drowning” 
onstage during his 
recent gigs with 
Charlie Sheen in 
Toronto. In mid- 
April, Peters inter¬ 
viewed Sheen at 
Massey Hall for 
two nights as part 
of the TV star’s Vio¬ 
lent Torpedo of 
Truth tour.

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Plenty of new rides 
to give you a thrill 

O New roller coasters are going up at amusement parks all over the United 
States O Coney Island getting its first new roller coaster since the 1920s 


CEDAR POINT AMUSEMENT PARK/RESORT, FILE 



Massive swings at Cedar 
Point, Kings Island, Dolly- 
wood and a Six Flags in 
California, plus coasters at 
Six Flags themed on the 
Green Lantern and a new 
Little Mermaid attraction 
at Disneyland are among 
the new attractions await¬ 
ing visitors this season at 
theme parks north of the 
border. 

Cedar Point and Kings 
Island in Ohio, and Knott’s 
Berry Farm in Buena Park, 
CaliL, all are rolling out a 
thrill ride called Wind- 
seeker, which spins riders 
nearly 30 storeys in the air 
in two-person swings that 
flare out and rotate around 
a tower. 

An extremely wet April 
in Ohio delayed work on 
the ride at Cedar Point in 
Sandusky and Kings Island 
in Mason, so they weren’t 
ready when the parks 
opened earlier in May, but 
they’re now expected to be 
up and running. 

Six Flags parks in Valle¬ 
jo, Calif., and St. Louis also 
are debuting monster 
swings. Their version, 
called Sky Screamer, tow¬ 
ers 72 metres above the 
ground with two-person 
swings soaring in a 30-me- 


tre circle at 70 km/h. The 
ride will be lighted at 
night from top to bottom. 

And Doll 5 Avood in Pi¬ 
geon Forge, Tenn., added a 
swing ride called Barn¬ 
stormer, with two pendu¬ 
lum arms seating 16 
passengers each. The 


swing takes riders to a 
peak of 25 metres in the 
air and rotates at 72 km/h. 
A barnyard-themed play 
area and pig pen water 
play area surround the 
ride. 

“Creativity and innova¬ 
tion, which are really the 


foundation of the busi¬ 
ness, are alive and well in 
our industry, and I think 
the attractions that are 
opening illustrate that,” 
said David Mandt, 
spokesman for the Inter¬ 
national Association of 
Amusement Parks and At¬ 


tractions. 

Roller-coaster enthusi¬ 
asts will also be able to get 
their fix on new rides at 
the Six Flags parks. 

Six Flags Great Adven¬ 
ture in Jackson, N.J., and 
Six Flags Magic Mountain 
in Valencia, Calif., are 
launching Green Lantern, 
a 15-storey stand-up coast¬ 
er that begins with a 72- 
km/h vertical drop before 
rocketing riders through 
five inversions, including 
loops and corkscrews. 

Green Lantern is among 
three new coasters at Six 
Flags Magic Mountain. Six 
Flags New England near 
Springfield, Mass., adds 
the steel coaster called 
Gotham Gity: Gauntlet Es¬ 
cape from Arkham Asy¬ 
lum, while the Dare Devil 
Dive coaster opens at Six 
Flags Over Georgia in 
Austell, Ga., featuring a 10- 
storey vertical drop. Six 
Flags Over Texas in Arling¬ 
ton marks its 50th anniver¬ 
sary by bringing back a 
faster and steeper Texas 
Giant coaster. 

New York’s Goney Is¬ 
land has this year opened 
its first new roller coast¬ 
ers since the famed Gy- 
clone was built in the 


1920s. Four new thrill 
rides in the park are 
known collectively as the 
Scream Zone. 

In early June, Disney 
California Adventure in 
Anaheim debuts The Little 
Mermaid — Ariel’s Under¬ 
sea Adventure as part of a 
multiyear billion-dollar ex¬ 
pansion of the park. The 
family-friendly ride fea¬ 
tures characters from the 
popular movie as riders 
travel on a virtual under¬ 
water journey. Disney 
parks in Orlando, Fla., and 
California are reopening 
the venerable Star Tours 
ride with a new 3-D ele¬ 
ment and Star Wars-in- 
spired story line for the 
deep space flight simula¬ 
tor. Star Tours opened May 
20 at Disney World and 
will open June 3 at Disney¬ 
land. 

Star Wars fans get a 
treat at Legoland in Carls¬ 
bad, Calif., too, with Star 
Wars Miniland, which of¬ 
fers scenes from the 
movies made of 1.5 mil¬ 
lion Lego bricks, including 
depictions of Tatooine 
where Luke Skywalker 
grew up; Endor; the icy 
planet Hoth and the Mil¬ 
lennium Falcon. Later in 
the year, in October, the 
world’s fifth Legoland park 
is scheduled to open on 
the East Coast, on the site 
of the old C 5 ^ress Gardens 
in Winter Haven, Fla. 

SeaWorld parks in Or¬ 
lando, Fla, San Diego and 
San Antonio are introduc¬ 
ing their first new Shamu 
shows in five years, envi¬ 
ronmentally themed killer 
whale attractions called 
Believe. In addition, Sea- 
World San Diego opens 
Turtle Reef, a nearly 1.1- 
million-litre aquarium fea¬ 
turing more than 60 
threatened or endangered 
sea turtles. 

Another animal-themed 
attraction. Cheetah Hunt, 
opens at Busch Gardens in 
Tampa, Fla., with a chee¬ 
tah habitat and roller 
coaster.

A real train sleeper cabin 

O Alberta man renting out fully decked out cabooses in Aspen Crossing 



The caboose on Jason 
Thornhill’s property is no 
ordinary rail car. 

Fitted out with a queen- 
size bed, shower and natu¬ 
ral gas fireplace, the 
former Canadian Pacific 
caboose serves as a cabin 
that can be rented by the 
night or week. 

“It’s awesome,” says 
Thornhill, a self-described 
longtime rail buff who al¬ 
so runs a garden centre on 
the property, called Aspen 
Crossing. He has a total of 
six rail cars on the site, in¬ 
cluding a former dining 
car now in use as a restau¬ 
rant. 

“There’s a full bath¬ 
room in the caboose, a 
nice little kitchenette with 
an induction cook top 
stove, and a DVD player 
hooked up to a flat-screen 
TV. ... There’s also a sofa 
that folds out to a double 
bed and a twin mattress 


up in the cupola.” 

Situated in a camp¬ 
ground, the caboose sleeps 
up to five and has been 
available to guests since 
April. Rates range from 
$185 to $279 a night. 

Thornhill, 36, says he 
acquired it in 2008 at no 
charge from a Calgary 


firm that had been using it 
as an office and wanted it 
gone. 

The caboose had been 
in service with Canadian 
Pacific for about 40 years 
until the early 1990s. 

“We’re trying to re¬ 
brand into a historical 
railway destination,” says 


Thornhill. 

Another caboose in the 
campground is slated to 
be ready for guests in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Aspen Crossing is a 40- 
minute drive southeast of 
Calgary. (aspencross- 
ing.com)

The long road back 

O Mark Chipman’s work to return NHL to Winnipeg began almost as soon as Jets left town

Mark Chipman wears his 
love of hockey on his 
sleeve. 

The Winnipeg busi¬ 
nessman started the work 
to bring an NHL team to 
Winnipeg practically the 
day the league left town 
in 1996. 

“1 came away from that 
experience with a deep 
sense of disappointment, 
but also the realization 
that our lack of success 
was not anyone’s fault,” 
Chipman said of the loss 
of the Jets. 

“Rather that after 17 
years, the economics of 
our city and the NHL were 
no longer compatible. 
While the loss of the Win¬ 
nipeg Jets had a profound 
effect on the psyche of 
our city and our province, 
1 believe it also stiffened 
our resolve.” 

Since 1996, Chipman 
has worked to create the 
conditions so that the 
NHL could return. 

With the purchase of 
the minor-league Manito¬ 
ba Moose, the construc¬ 
tion of the MTS Centre 
and a quiet and persistent 
campaign at the league’s 
highest levels, that cam¬ 
paign came to fruition 
yesterday. 

Former Winnipeg may¬ 
or Glenn Murray said 
Chipman was a key leader 
in the public-private part¬ 
nership that built the 
MTS Centre at a cost of 
$133.5 million, including 
$40.5 million in public 
money. 

“You could not have 
built that facility or creat¬ 
ed the conditions for an 
NHL team to come back 
without a very communi¬ 
ty-oriented, committed

business leader like Mark, 
who was prepared to put 
his own reputation and 
assets on the line,” he 
said.

“The loss of the Jets 
had really taken the stuff¬ 
ing out of the morale of a 
lot of folks,” said Murray, 
who now serves as a 
provincial cabinet minis¬ 
ter in Ontario. 

“Mark’s optimism 
throughout all of this was 
really important.” 

Chipman, who turned 
50 this year, brought the 


Minnesota Moose of the 
IHL to Winnipeg in 1996 
and renamed them the 
Manitoba Moose to fill the 
void left by the departure 
of the Winnipeg Jets for 
Phoenix. 

When the IHL folded in 
2001, he represented sev¬ 
eral former IHL members 
in talks that saw six IHL 
teams move to the Ameri¬ 
can Hockey League, 
where the Moose current¬ 
ly play. 

Chipman later formed 
True North Sports and En¬ 
tertainment to own the 
Moose, the farm team for 
the Vancouver Canucks, 
and build the MTS Centre, 


the team’s home in down¬ 
town Winnipeg, which 
opened in 2004. 

When the Winnipeg 
Free Press named Chip- 
man on its list of people 
that were shaping the 
province in 2006, it noted 
that if the NHL was ever 
going to return to Win¬ 
nipeg that Chipman 
would “undoubtedly be 
the point man.” 

Originally a partner¬ 
ship among several own¬ 
ers, Chipman and partner 
David Thomson have 
since consolidated their 
ownership of True North 
Sports and Entertain¬ 
ment. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Vancouver Canucks cen¬ 
tre Manny Malhotra’s inspi¬ 
rational comeback was put 
on hold yesterday, raising 
questions about whether 
he will be able to compete 
in the Stanley Cup final 
against the Boston Bruins. 

Malhotra, recovering 
fi:om a career-threatening 
eye injury suffered in mid- 
March, was conspicuous by 
his absence as the Canucks 
held their last full practice 
before tonight’s Game 1 
(CBC, 6 p.m.). 

“He gets monitored 
eveiy day and today was a 
day they (medical staff) felt 
that it would be best to stay 
away for today,” said Van¬ 
couver general manager 
Mike Gillis. “He’ll be back 
around the team again (to¬ 
day), we anticipate.” 

The 31-year-old Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., native re¬ 
turned to practice recently 
after undergoing a number 
of surgical procedures to 
save his vision, fuelling 
speculation that he would 
be ready for game action as 
the Canucks compete for a 
first Stanley Cup in their 
40-season histoiy. 

But Gillis raised doubts 
about the possibility of him 
returning in time to suit up 
against the Boston Bruins.

Road manners 


Honda didn’t substantially alter the 
Civic’s base 140-horsepower 1.8-litre 
four-cylinder engine, other than to 
tweak it to improve fuel economy. 

However, the sporty Si coupe and 
sedan receive a new 2.4-litre engine 
that generates 201 horsepower (up 
from 197) to replace the previous 2.0. 

That means 31 more pound-feet of 
torque for a much peppier drive. 


The Civic coupe and sedan have evolved 
only modestly, compared to their 
previous-gen counterparts. 

The rooflines are a bit more sweeping 
(what Honda calls a “one motion profile”) 
and the front roof pillars are now thinner 
to improve visibility. 

Other updates include a more attractive 
nose plus a general updating of the rear 
deck and taillamps. 


Upgrading the Civic’s already decent road manners in¬ 
volved dialing in greater steering responsiveness, re¬ 
tuning the front and rear suspension for a smoother 
ride and enlarging the underbody’s flat surface area to 
reduce air resistance (to improve fuel economy). 

With numerous performance choices and trim lev¬ 
els, the Civic continues to provide a lean to loaded as¬ 
sortment over a price range that remains about the 
same as before (starting at $16,400, including delivery 
costs).

Among 
other things, GM canned 
this transmission option 
due to reliability issues. 

Note that from 2004 and 
on, the V6 engine was re¬ 
placed by a 3.5-litre unit 
from Honda, which 
cranked horsepower up to 
270.

Common Issues 

Other issues are numer¬ 
ous, and test drivers set on 
a Vue for its lower-than- 


average price and unique 
styling are advised to have 
a full mechanical inspec¬ 
tion by a Saturn-trained 
mechanic. 

A full inspection of the 
AWD system (if so 
equipped), as well as a 
“scan” of the engine com¬ 
puter for signs of bad sen¬ 
sors is an ideal starting 
point. 

Many owners have re¬ 
ported sensor and wiring- 
related problems, meaning 


a full check of all electron¬ 
ic accessories should be 
considered mandatory, 
too. Ditto the transmis¬ 
sion. If the Vue you’re test 
driving hesitates, slips or 
“clunks” during gear 
shifts, move to another 
unit. Note that the Vue al¬ 
so seemed prone to bear¬ 
ing-related issues with 
wheel-bearings and carrier 
bearings for the driveshaft 
in the AWD system. 


The Verdict 

To avoid potential 
headaches and reliability 
issues, a front-drive, four- 
cylinder unit with the five- 
speed manual is likely 
your best bet. If you’re not 
dead-set on a first-gen Vue 
and can spend a little more 
money, more reliable mod¬ 
els are available.

Making 
tires run 
quietly

Designing a tire is quite a 
balancing act. The tire 
needs to be safe, long-last¬ 
ing and as fuel-efficient as 
possible, but it also needs 
to be relatively quiet to 
avoid excessive road noise. 

Pirelli has a research 
and development depart¬ 
ment that deals specifical¬ 
ly with tire noise, 
especially since it is head¬ 
quartered in Europe where 
tires have to meet 
maximum mandated noise 
levels, says Mastracchio 
Orazio, quality product 
manager for Canada for 
Pirelli Tire. 

“There are a few factors 
with noise, and the most 
predominant one is the 
tread design,” Orazio says. 
“For example, a winter 
truck design will generate 
more noise than a summer 
performance tire. The (rub¬ 
ber) compound has a mini¬ 
mal effect. It depends on 
the tread design.” 

Tire treads are made up 
of blocks that contain 
grooves and sipes, the tiny 
slits in the tread face that 
help increase traction. 

“You see more and more 
tires that have a modem 
tread design,” Orazio says. 
“Most of them are 
as 3 mimetrical or direction-

tions. 

Thmn believes we 
should pemse driverless ve¬ 
hicle technology for safety 
reasons. In fact, he opened 
his talk at the TED Confer¬ 
ence earlier this year, by 
sa 5 dng that when his best 
friend died in a vehicle 
crash at age 18, he soon de¬ 
cided to dedicate his life to 
one day saving one million 
people per year from vehi¬ 
cle-related deaths. 

Others have made this 
case before, that vehicles 
that can communicate to 
each other, and that are 
connected to a common 
grid of some kind, could 
easily be programmed to 
stay out of each other’s 
way. (Most accident deaths 
are caused by human 
error.) 

Thmn also believes that 
driverless vehicle can save 
much gasoline and human 
time. We can save gas, he 
says, by increasing the ca¬ 
pacity of our current road¬ 
ways “by a factor of two or 
three.” With totally 
automated systems, 
vehicles should be able to 
travel veiy close together, 
and on vaiy narrow 





ribbons, or so he says. This 
would also get rid of 
gridlock, which he figures 
robs the U.S. of about 4 bil¬ 
lion hours of wasted time 
eveiy year. 

He ended by sa 3 dng that 
he and others are working 
toward, and looking 
forward to, a future time, 
“when generations look 
back at us and say how 
ridiculous it was that 
humans were driving cars.” 

Wow. 

We’re a long ways from 
that “utopia.” Even if there 
are no technology issues, a 
lot of governments, legisla¬ 
tors, citizens, etc., will have 
to get on board. 

But 1 think the biggest 
hurdle in our lifetime is the 
collective memoiy of cur¬ 
rent drivers. The Google ve¬ 
hicles started life as normal 
Toyota Prius models. For 
the California tests, two en¬ 
gineers sat in the driver 
and passenger seats at all 
times — to monitor the 
computer systems linking 
the maps, video cameras, 
radars and lasers, servo-mo¬ 
tors, etc., and for driver 
backup, in case of driver¬ 
less driver malfunction. 

1 don’t know how those 
guys did it. 1 rode shotgun 
once in a driverless car at 
Chrysler’s proving grounds 
in Michigan, and it wasn’t 
easy. 1 squirmed in my seat. 
1 stared and swore at the in¬ 
visible driver. 1 did not en¬ 
joy it. 

1 suppose 1 could have 
viewed it as an amusement 
ride, or like getting on a 
train. But 1 knew where 
such a train was heading — 
to a future where 1 wasn’t 
allowed behind the wheel.

Tires are tested for 
noise in a special “quiet” 
room, with microphones 
inside and outside the car. 
The vehicle is run on 
rollers in the fioor, with 
the microphones picking 
up and analyzing the 
sound. The engineers work 
to make the tire as quiet as 
possible, while still work¬ 
ing in conjunction with 
those who are designing 
the tread and assessing the 
tire’s longevity. 

If they go too far in one 
direction, they sacrifice at 
the other. 

“We have to consider 
the safety,” Orazio says. 
“Noise is up there, but 
safety is the priority.”
